1 Licensed physician assistant services. Amends 8§ 256B.0625, subd. 28a. Allows licensed
physician assistants meeting specified criteria, who have completed 2,000 hours of clinical
experience in the evaluation and treatment of mental health, to bill for medication
management and evaluation and management services provided to MA enrollees in
outpatient settings. (Under current law, billing by physician assistants meeting specified
criteria is limited to inpatient hospital settings, and 2,000 hours of clinical experience is not

required.)
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
